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TEXT: “And 
it came to pass, 
that on the 


eighth day they 
came to circum- 


cise the child; 
and they called 
him Zacharias, after the NAME of his 
father. And his mother answered and 


said, Not so; but he shall be called John. 
And they said unto her, There-is none of 
thy kindred that is called by this NAME. 
And they made signs to his father, how 
he would have him called. And he asked 
for a writing table, and wrote, saying, 
His NAME is John. And they marvelled 
all.” Luke 1:59-63. 

INTRODUCTIONS This most important 
subject deals with the name and what 
there is to a name. There is a wide discus- 
sion of this subject, the argument is based 
upon the fact that a name _ means 
nothing at all, or has. no connections 
whatsoever to God’s way of dealing with 
the people. The argument is further ex- 
pressed, that God does not distinguish the 
NAMES but will be pleased with us with- 
out a NAME. A name is as fundamental 
with God’s chosen people as it is with 
Him. We, without a name, would | be 
nameless, and Webster says that the word 
NAMELESS means _ undistinguished; 
without a name, indescribable. The word 
NAME means the title by which any 
person or thing is known or designated. 

THE Name Jesus 

If it makes no difference, as some say, 
for one to assign to himself an assumed 
name, then why was the Lord so inter- 
ested in assigning the name CHRIST to 
our Redeemer? For the very needful rea- 
son that a NAME is considered and dis- 
tinguished by Him. Other names would 
not suffice, for He was the Savior. So if 
it makes no difference what we NAME 
Him, why not call Him JEZER, which is 
a Bible NAME. I can hear the Savior say, 
“No.” Why would He say no? Because 
there is a meaning in that NAME. The 
name JEZER means anything made, and 
that would not correspond with the pur- 
pose of Christ. So to do it right, and that 
is best, we must call His name JESUS. 
Why? Because the name JESUS means, 
SAVIOR, and he came to SAVE His peo- 
ple from their sins. Matt. 1:21. 

OTHER Proor THaTt His Name Is 

IMPORTANT 

“Neither is there salvation in any 
other: For there is none other NAME un- 
der heaven given among men, whereby 
we must be saved.” —Acts 4:12. 

“Wherefore God also hath highly ex- 
alted him, and given him a NAME 
which is above every NAME.” Phil. 2:9. 

“Being made so much better than 
the angels, as he hath by inheritance ob- 
tained a more excellent NAME than 
they.”Heb. 1:4. 
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“Is any sick among you? let him call 
for the elders of the church; and _ let 
them pray over him, anointing him with 
oil in the NAME of the Lord.” James 
5:14. 

“For unto us a child is born, unto us 
a son is given: and the government shall 
be upon his shoulder: and his NAME 
shall be called Wonderful, Counsellor, 
the mighty God, the everlasting Father, 
the Prince of Peace.” Isa, 9:6 

THE CHANGING OF JacoB’s NAME 

God wanted to make of Jacob a 
great nation but since God considers the 
NAME, He decided to change his 
NAME. If it matters not what we call 
ourselves, then why did the Lord change 
Jacob’s NAME? Jacob’s NAME or the 
name JACOB, would not correspond 
with the object desired. The name Ja- 
cob means ‘supplanter,’ a tricky one, 
one that worketh deceptive devices. His 
NAME was changed to that of ISRAEL, 
which means ‘SOLDIER of GOD’. Now 
we can readily see why God so desired a 
change in the NAME. Will you not 
agree that God considers a NAME? 

CHANGING OF ABRAM’s NAME 

The name ABRAM had a good mean- 
ing. It meant ‘HIGH’ or a lofty father. 
He stood high with his God before the 
change was made, but after God had 
chosen him for the promise or to make 
the promise to him and to his seed, the 
name ABRAM had special significance. 
God wanted his name to compare to the 
elevation that was being made to him. 
So his NAME was given an addition, 
and he was called ABRAHAM, which 
means. “Father of a multitude,” that 
through him all nations shall be blessed. 
Gal, 3:8. 

THE CHANGING OF DaNIEL’s NAME 

Daniel was among the captives whom 
Nebuchadnezzar, head of the Babylonian 
armies, carried away from Judea to the 
Chaldean capital on the Euphrates. Dan- 
iel was a boy of about fourteen years of 
age. Daniel’s NAME had in it a refer- 
ence to God, and the proud courts of 
Babylon knew it, so to take away from 
him all reference relating to the God of 
Israel, it was necessary to change his 
name. The courts of Babylon assigned to 
him another NAME, Belteshazzar. You 
will say, What difference does that make 
anyway? Here is the great and dangerous 
thought, the NAME Daniel means 
“GOD’S JUDGE” and the name 
BELTESHAZZAR means_ BEL'S 
PRINCE or he whom BEL, the chief 
god of Babylonian worship, favors and

exalts. We can 
now see why the 
courts wanted to 
change his name, 
because a NAME 
means  some- 
thing. 
THE CHANGING OF HANANIAH’s NAME 
Hananiah was one of the three Jewish 
comrades of Daniel taken into captivity. 
He also had a name assigned him by the 
courts of Babylon. His rightful NAME 
means “JEHOVAH’S GIFT.” His 
NAME was changed to that of SHAD- 
RACH, which means “THE KING’S 
FRIEND,” or i. e., a friend to the king’s 
idol god worship. For the courts of 
Babylon to let them retain their God- 
given names would be a standing pro- 
test against the idol god worship of 
Babylon. It was not the desire of 
these boys to have their NAMES 
changed, but a device of the Babylonian 
idol god lovers to take away from them 
anything relating to their God. 


THE CHANGING OF AZARIAH’s NAME 
Azariah’s NAME likewise, as the 
NAMES of the above three Hebrew 


boys, was changed for the same purpose. 
His NAME had in it a great meaning as 
our help cometh from Him that is 
above all. The NAME Azariah means 
“JEHOVAH OUR HELP.” His name 
was also changed to correspond to the 
idolatries of the Chaldeans. He was as- 
signed the NAME of ABEDNEGO, 
which means “THE SERVANT OF 
THE STAR” or of the god Mercury. 
The purpose of the proud courts of 
Babylon was to heathenize these NAMES 
to correspond with the desire of the 
Chaldeans’ worship. God doesn’t want us 
to heathenize the NAME but he desires 
it to be used to His glory; don’t change 
it, just leave it alone. 
THE CHANGING OF MisHAEL’s NAME 
It being the purpose of the courts of 
Babylon to heathenize the names of 
those boys, they were careful to assign 
to them NAMES with corresponding re- 
ferences to their idol gods. Though they 
succeeded in changing their NAMES, 
their hearts remained loyal to their God. 
The NAME Mishael means “the incom- 
parableness of God.” The Babylonian 
worship, or they who worship idol gods, 
knew that there was a meaning in this 
NAME, favoring the God of Israel, and 
a God which, according to the meaning 
of His NAME, could not be compared, 
for there is none other like unto Him. 
They assigned him the NAME Meshach, 
which means “the gentle one” or one 
devoted to the goddess Sheshach. 
OTHER Names WITH GREAT MEANINGS 
We may refer to the text, “His 
NAME is JOHN.” John is the English 
way of spelling Johanan, which means 
“Jehovah is gracious,” which of course

RUNNING TO AND FRO 


Francesco Angello, Italian, smashed 
his own record on Oct. 23rd by making 
440.29 miles in the air, the fastest long 
distant flight ever known. On Oct. 25th 
the M—10,001 Union Pacific stream- 
line train journeyed cross-country from 
Los Angeles to New York in fifty-five 
hours and fifty-five minutes, the dis- 
tance being 3,297 miles. Cost of fuel 
was $80.00. A_ standing record of 
twenty-eight years was broken by fif- 
teen hours. On Nov. 4th Sir Charles 
Kingsford-Smith landed in Oakland, 
Calif., only fifty-four hours and forty- 
nine minutes flying time out of Bris- 
bane, Australia. On Nov. 8th Captain 
Eddie Rickenbacker set a new transcon- 
tinental record for transport planes by 
flying from Los Angeles to New York 
in twelve hours, three minutes, and fifty 
seconds. The North German Lloyd Lin- 
er, Bremer, docked in New York on her 
hundredth voyage and broke the North 
Atlantic record by crossing in four 
days, fourteen hours and _ twenty-seven 
minutes.—Religious Telescope. 

Eventually all speed records will be 
broken by the fact that men must re- 
turn over the same route by which they 
have traveled and thus the judgment 
will dawn.

EIGHTY MILLIONS 

Surveying the increase in the German 
birthrate, Signor Mussolini has estimated 
that by 1950 Germany’s population will 
have passed a total of 80,000,000, as 
compared with present population of 
68,000,000. The Italian leader reads sig- 
nificant possibilities into these figures, 
for he considers that by the middle of 
this century the population of a packed 
Germany will be pressing against the 
frontiers, attracting to itself the “Ger- 
manic fractions” in adjacent _ territories 
and posing problems of considerable mo- 
ment to other European nations. Though 
Signor Mussolini did not at the moment 
speculate further, it is evident that, if 
his figures should prove to be sound, 
Germany’s demand for the return of 
her colonies will have become  »zute 
by 1950. One of the strangest incen- 
tives to militaristic adventure is the 
need for an outlet for surplus popula-

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“Ghe Blighted cig “Gree

S I look back into the misty past, 

I see a conspicuous figure sitting 
on the mount of Olives, surveying the 
beautiful valleys of Palestine. This 
noted man was no other than Christ. 
He and His disciples asesmbled on the 
crest of this ancient mountain to dis- 
cuss a subject of great importance. 
These wise and inquisitive apostles were 
eager to learn something about the signs 
that would take place before the second 
advent of the Son of God. They for a 
while talked about the great and beau- 
tiful temple, probably about the huge 
cedars brought from Lebanon with 
which to construct the building. It ap- 
pears that they discussed the majestic 
stones with which the temple was 
studded and of the amount of money 
that was spent in its erection. 

Tell us when shall these things be? 
and what shall be the sign of thy com- 
ing, and of the end of the world?” 
Matt. 24:3. 

It is said that the fig tree represents 
the Jews. One sultry day as Jesus 
walked thru the historic land of His 
birth, He hungered. “And when he saw 
a fig tree in the way, he came to it, and 
found nothing thereon but leaves only, 
and said unto it, Let no fruit grow on 
thee henceforward for ever. And pres- 
ently the fig tree withered away.” Matt. 
21:19. Now since it appears withou: 
contradiction that the fig tree is an em- 
blem of the Jewish race, it is safe that 
they as a nation were blighted when the 
great Roman general Titus besieged Je- 
rusaem in the year 70 A. D. History 
states that while Jerusalem was assailed 
under the leadership of Titus, intense 
suffering that words are inadequate to 
describe met the Jews. The siege was 
finally lifted with the Romans as vic- 
tors. Thousands of Jews were slain and 
tens of thousands carried into captivity, 
thereby the blight of the fig trée began. 

Since the fall of Jerusalem, the Jews 
have had no form of government. They 
have been under the iron hands of dic- 
tators from the Gentile world, political- 
ly and religiously they have suffered for 
two thousand years in every country, 
clime and habitation. These calamities 
have come upon the Jews because of 
their rejection of Christ. The fig tree is 
still blighted in part, but later we shall 
learn that buds are appearing. 

During the World War it is said that 
England was hard pressed for chemicals 
to make her shells more explosive and 
destructive. Great rewards financially 
were offered to a chemist who could 
find these materials. The story goes 


that a young Jew, after much laboratory 
work in the chemical world, found the 
materials needed. They helped to defeat 
the Germans in their drive to Paris. The 
conflict ended, the smoke of _ battle 
cleared away, and the English govern- 
ment called the young Jew for a con- 
ference. Great sums of money were of- 
fered him for his services. He flatly re- 
fused to be compensated in money but 
made this startling demand, “I do not 
desire money for my services, I want 
the English government to give Pales- 
tine back to the wandering Jews.” Thus 
this might have been the forerunner of 
the budding of the blighted fig tree. 
“And he spake to them a_ parable; 
Behold the fig tree, and all the trees; 
When they now shoot forth, ye see and 
know of your own selves that summer 
is now nigh at hand,” Luke 21:29, 39. 
Shortly after the close of the Woxid 
War British marines were sent to Pales- 
tine to protect and police that country. 
Thru the power of Britain it appears 
that political and religious tolerations 
came about and Jews from every coun- 
try of the world began to return to the 
home that was taken from them during 
the dark and bloody struggles of the 
past. It is said that money from all 
countries, in possession of the Jews, is 
pouring into Palestine. The rapids of 
the Jordan are being harnessed aad 
turned into electrical energy, thereby 
illuminating the modern Jewish homes 
that have sprung up by the thousands. 
The sound of the hammer and the song 
of employment can be heard in the land 
of promise, while the cruel hand of un- 
employment and depression can be 
heard in every Gentile nation. The sadly 
neglected hillsides of Palestine, that 
have seen centuries of horror come and 
go, are now biooming with the orange 
and the oive. The deserts that have 
jain dormant for centuries, are bloom- 
ing like the rose, as a result of irriga- 
tion from the streams. Thank God, the 
once blighted fig tree has felt the 
warmth of God’s great power and ir 
now smiling after hundreds of years of 
frowns. “The saddest of all words of 
tongue or pen is ‘it mgiht have been’.” 
According to statistics that have been 
recently compiled, the Jews have been 
returning to Palestine by the thousands 
since the close of the great war. Since 
the leaves are now appearing on the 
once forsaken fig tree, I am made to 
wonder how long before the fruit will 
appear. God is to be praised for His 
mercies toward His people. ‘So _ like- 
wise ye, when ye see these things come 
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to pass, know ye that the kingdom of 
God is nigh at hand,” Luke 21:31. We 
should lift up our heads to the dawn of 
the East, His appearing is near. The old 
fig tree that was once blighted and 
that has passed thru a thousand wars, 
has shot forth her leaves. Thank God, 
the leaf of summer is here, the melody 
of the song birds is in her branches. 


Jesus also made it clear that the fig 
would not only bud at this time, but 
that all the trees (which undoubtedly 
refers to the Gentile nations) would al- 
so shoot forth. Now if the fig tree re- 
presents the Jewish people, it is reason- 
able to believe that the other trees found 
in Luke 21:29 could represent the Gen- 
tile nations. It appears that most Gen- 
tile nations have changed governments 
for the past few years, and that the de- 
pressions have caused them to -hoot 
forth to activities that formally were 
never known, The land of the stars and 
stripes has undergone more changes since 
1932 than she did any year previous. 
God help us to pray for this nation (as 
one of the trees) to survive this storm 
that hangs heavily upon us. 

Signs of unrest are now appearing in 
the horizon of every nation. In Russia 
alone there are over one million people 
in po.itical exile because of their dissat- 


isfaction toward the dictatorial powers 
of the government. These poor people 
are forced to labor and are separated 


from their wives and children, If they 
survive five years of such labor, they 
are again given freedom, It is said that 
out of 165,000,000 souls of Russia, not 
one works for an individual, all work for 
the government. Fascism is spreading 
like wild fire and is taking root in ev- 
ery country. Our own country is in- 
fested with the hideous hand of com- 
munism. God help us to pray. In the 
United States alone twenty million peo- 
ple are on the relief rolls, In 1934 we 
had eleven million on relief rolls, now 
figures show twenty million. The gov- 
ernments are spending more money now 
on armaments than in any previous 
years. The European nations are fitting 
their civilians with gas masks and con- 
structing dugouts in all cities to hide 
from the gas attacks that apparently 
must come sooner or later. War is now 
inevitable. Nations have no confidence 
in each other. The heavy hand of sin 
has robbed the nations of confidence. 
Despair seems to be everywhere. The 
remedy to erase this from the human 
race is the acceptance of Christ. He died 
to save, sanctify and cleanse from sin, 
after which it is every believer’s privil- 
ege to be filled with the Holy Ghost. 
God help us. The fig and the other 
trees have shown signs of the heat of 
summer and the hand of God is upon 
the world.

N Mark 14:34 Jesus ex- 

claimed, “My soul is exceed- 
ing sorrowful unto death.” Here 
is proof that the soul is the seat 
of affections. But if the soul and 
spirit of man are identical, how 
could the spirit of Christ Jesus have 
died? It could have referred alone unto 
those senses that manifest themselves 
outwardly through the body. 

From Isaiah 53:12 we learn that Je- 
sus poured out his soul unto death. This 
reference coupled with Lev. 17:11, 
would identify the soul as being the 
“life of the flesh in the blood.” What 
he actually poured out was His blood in 
which was the life of His flesh. Liter- 
ally He dismissed His spirit, Luke 23:46. 
It is hard in the light of the above to 
harmonize the idea of the soul and spirit 
being identical; except that there are 
those senses, emotions and affections 
which belong to both the spirit and the 
soul and so manifest themselves in com- 
mon order. 

That this is the correct conception of 
the question at issue, is further attested 
by the fact that in the parable of the 
rich man and Lazarus, mentioned in 
Luke 16, it is stated that “the beggar 
died” and that the “rich man also 
died.” Now that those senses, emotions 
and affections belonging to the natural 
man were silenced by the death of the 
body, is indisputable. However, that the 
senses, emotions and affections of the 
spirit were still active and alive, is un- 
disputed on equal grounds. Life for them 
both had changed its environments, by 
limitation of its manifestation and com- 
munication with earthly things. On the 
other hand while both their physical 
bodies lie dormant in the grave, there 
are those senses, emotions and affections 
still present with them. 

How are we to account for this un- 
less it be, as I have attempted to show 
and at least offered reasonable proof, 
that they belong jointly to the spirit 
side of man as they do unto the human 
side of the creature? The rich man had 
his memory, which is a reflection of his 
hearing and seeing. He had his taste 
and was thirsting for water. If he had 
his thirst, on equal grounds he had his 
parallel sense of smell. He had his sense 
of sight for in hell he lifted up his eyes 
and saw. He also had his sense of feel- 
ing for he was tormented. This is the 
analogy of a wicked soul. In Lazarus we 
have that of the righteous soul. He was 
comforted. To be thus comforted im- 
plied the capability of each and every 
sense, emotion or affection being satis- 
fied in life after death. Though it is not 
here stated, it would be unreasonable to 
believe that a wicked soul was more 
alive than was the soul of the righteous.

If we have found in this treatise that 
the soul is the intermediate between the 
spirit of man and the physical body, 
then we may be content to let it rest 
at that. 

ETYMOLOGICAL TECHNICALITIES 

In Ex. 1:15 we have it that “all the 
souls that come out of the loins of Ja- 
cob, were seventy souls.” Here the soul 
is thought of as identical with the body. 
Also in Numbers 6:6 and Leviticus 21: 
11 the word NEPHESH as used for soul 
is referred unto as though it were the 
dead body and that it remains with the 
dead body. With these and other such 
references as Gen. 35:18, which reads 
as follows: ““And it came to pass as her 
soul was in departing.” And, “He cried 
unto the Lord, and said, O Lord my 
God, I pray thee, let this child’s soul 
come into him again,” 1 Kings 17:22, 
are at variance except as applied to the 
soul as previously stated, 

Then we aré next brought to face the 
fact that both psucha and nephesh are 
sometimes used in the Old Testament in- 
terchangeably for soul and spirit. Psu- 


cho means to breathe, to blow; from 
which comes psucha which means 
breath. This, however, cannot mean 


simply the atmosphere, rather the life 


breathed from Ruach Eleheim. If it 
meant the atmosphere, the departing 
spirit at death of the physical body 
would immediately be assimilated into 


the airy regions of space and become re- 
newed again by joining the body of oxy- 
gen gases; this would also become the 
common fate and uniting of both good 
and bad souls or spirits in such airy reg- 
ions or space and would immediately 
disqualify the thought of either heaven 
or hades where departed souls rest or are 
confined. 

These two words though primarily 
used as verbs, are later used as nouns 
stamped with the action of that which 
is referred unto as being also the name 
of it. What seems practical to believe is 
that both nephesh and psucha refer unto 
the psuchikos or animal life in man as 
accommodated unto this earth. From St. 
Paul we learn that man not only has a 
body (Gr. soma) in which there taber- 
nacles the psucha or animal life, com- 
posed of its senses, emotions, affections, 
mind, and etc., which has accommodated 
it unto the natural world; but that over 
and above there is the pneuma or spirit 
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of God as outbreathed from Him. 
Thus He speaks of the creature 
as a trinity, composed of spirit, 
soul and body. 
The late Clarence Larkin has 
left us some helpful thoughts in 
which he has referred unto the body 
(Gr. soma) of man as being the carnal 
or fleshly man (Gr. sarkos) (1 Cor. 3:1- 
3) and the sour (Gr. psucha) as the 
natural man (1 Cor. 2:14). He refers 
to the spiritual man as one indwelt by the 
Holy Spirit in 1 Cor. 3:1, which is per- 
haps correct, since the regenerated man 
has within him a new spirit, as it is writ- 
ten, “The grace of the Lord Jesus Christ 
be with thy spirit,” 2 Tim. 4:22, and, 
“To the spirits of just men made per- 
fect,” Heb. 12:23. 

It will be remembered that it is the 
spirit of man that is reborn ‘again, by re- 
generation. The body was created, and if 
the nephesh and psucha refer unto the na- 
tural and earthly life of man, then they 
can hardly be identical with that which is 
within itself particularly spirit, 
and which was outbreathed from God. 
Where reference is made unto the soul in 
the New Testament the word “psucha” is 
used generally. On the other hand, where 
reference is made unto the spirit of man 
in the New Testament the word “pneu- 
ma” is used. Thus by constant New Tes- 
tament usage it seems that there was the 
common opinion among apostolic writers 
that man was composed of a trinity con- 
sisting of body, soul and spirit. With this 
idea 

Hes. 4:12 anD 1 THEss. 5:23 
are in accord. Some commentators in- 
sist that Heb. 4:12 does not refer unto a 
trinity; rather unto the fact that the 
Word of God is living and powerful to 
accomplish its purpose. They point out 
that the Gr. “diiknoumenos” means to go 
or pass through, to penetrate; i. e., the 
living Word is capable of passing through 
or penetrating soul and spirit, etc. This is 
evidently correct in part as_ such is the 
only possible means by which the body, 
soul and spirit could be sanctified as 
mentioned in 1 Thess. 5:23. However, I 
fail to see that it has disputed the fact 
that there is a body, soul and spirit, to be 
penetrated by the living Word. If it 
does not have the idea of dividing them 
into units, they are already so named in 
general usage, which is here admitted, 
thus making allowance for the existence 
of each in a unified state. It would be 
hard to conceive of an inspired apostle 
praying for the sanctification of parts of 
a believer that he did not know actually 


existed.

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Dark Clouds Over the “United States 


S. W. Latimer, General Overseer 


“UPON the earth distress of nations, 
with perplexity,” Luke 21:25. “Fam- 
ines, and pestilences, and earthquakes, in 
divers places,” Matt. 24:7. 


The far-reaching calamities that have 
been affecting our country are causing 
many to give heed to God’s Word. They 
have begun to think that God is speak- 
ing. Those who read prophetic portions 
of scripture know that He is trying to 
e'l the nations that the midnight hour 
of this age is fast approaching The un- 
precedented heat over the American 
Mid-West last summer has made the 
outlook for food and clothes in those 
ections very dark. We had an oppor- 
tunity last summer to travel thru thesz 
states and were eyewitnesses of the aw- 
fu' destruction of crops, and on ac- 
count of no grazing the cattle were 
driven to catt'e pens and loaded and 
shipped to different sections of the 
country. Many of them were killed be- 
cause they were too poor to ship. 

The conditions of this American 
country are the same conditions as are 
in most every nation in the world. We 
fee! that the government: is acting wise 


in making appropriations for food and 
clothes for those who are in distress. 
On account of the drouths and_ rhe 
scarcity of meat animals, food has 
reached an exceeding high price. It 


seems that God has shamed the scienc 
and policies of those who have caused 
the planters of different crops to plow 
up their products or fail to plant. Con- 
sequently there is in front of us, I am 
sure, a shortege of food and_ clothes, 
which will cause suffering and want 
over the United States, and I am sure 
other countries are in the same fix. 
With the lack of moisture in the West 
thousands of acres will not be p’anted, 
unless conditions change. There are to- 
day 400,000 families in drouth areas on 
government relief. It is almost certain 
without God blesses with rain thar 
thousands of western farmers will have 
tc give up the struggle, turn the soil 
back to the bunch grass that nourished 
the buffalo herds, and retreat to south- 
ern lands where agriculturing is 
more favorable. The creeks and water- 
holes that furnished water for the grow- 
inz cattle in the West have dried up and 
the swirling dust has made it almost 
impossible to exist in some parts of the 
country. The Dakotas, Kansas, Missouri, 
Colorado, and Wyoming, are included in 
these areas. Weather conditions are more 
serious than they have been since the 
weather recorders began to make their 


reports. The National Industrial Confer- 
ence Board estimates 7,934,000 workers 
were unemployed in June, 1934, a rise 
uf 89,000 over the number unemployed 
in May. Estimates of Labor Department 
show an even greater gain in unemploy- 
ment. Its figures on employment in 
manufacturing and non-manu.acturing 
industries show 119,000 fewer workers 
in June than in May and a drop ot 
$5,000,000 in weekly wages. Strikes, la- 
oor disturbances and the helplessness 0: 
the farmers of the Mid-West accoun: 
for this situation. 

“There is a crying for wine in the 
streets......1n the city is left desola- 
tion, and the gate is smitten with des- 
truction,” 24:11, 12. 

Those who took advantage of the de- 
pression to propagandize for the return 
of liquor with the plea that it would 
solve our economic problems in a large 
measure, will reap a harvest of woe ac- 
cording to all present indications. In 
pre-prchibition days there were 177,000 
saloons. At the end of the first fiscal 
year, June 30, 1934, the governmen: 
had issued 437,704 tax receipts to retail 
liquor-sellng establishments, 207,232 of 
these were for hard liquor and the re- 
mainder for beer—two and _ one-ha‘f 
times the’ number of saloons. 

What has this done for us in the wa; 
of tax reduction? The taxes of the 
country jumped from $1,629,000,000 to 
§2,672,000,000 in the year. The Treas- 
ury faces the largest peace-time deficit 
of history. 

What is it costing us to gather in and 
feed the drunks and take care of the 
maimed and the dead as a result of in- 
toxicated drivers? 

Here are the gains in arrests in a few 
cities, comparing 1933 to 1934: New 
York, 55.5 per cent increase; Portlan:, 
Ore., 116.8 per cent; Los Angeles, 95.5 
per cent; Denver, 116.6 per cen‘; 
Worcester, Mass., 54 per cent; Detroit, 
Mich., 164 per cent; Philadelphia (ar 
Christmas time), 912 per cent. 

Automobile accidents greatly in- 
creased. The greatest increase of auto- 
mobile accident deaths in 1934 was in 
the group between five and fourteen 
years of age. We are slaughtering our 
children that men may drink. 

Municipal Judge Edward S. Scheffler 
sitting in Chicago’s Safety Court some- 
time ago was confronted with more 
than 200 motor accident cases, the ma- 
jority consis ing of reckless driving, 
sveeding, and driving while intoxicated. 
He dec ared: “If this keeps up we will 
have Prohibition back in two years. 


Isa. 


People will not tolerate drunken drivers 
killing pedestrians on our streets.” 

Charles McCoy, head of the automo 
bile manslaughter division of the Cleve- 
land, Ohio; Police Department points to 
the fact that an increase in triffic 
deaths—43 per cent gain, in six months 
—had arrived simultaneously with r2- 
peal, and b!amed the increa‘e of fatal 
and serious accidents on drunken auto- 
mobile drivers. 

Figures re’eased, June 26, in an of- 
ficial po'ice traffic survey of the city 
of Detroit, where traffic accidents attri- 
buted to liquor are shown to have in- 
creased 164 per cent since the repeal 
came. show that in five months in that 
city there has been one motor crash fo 
every 100 of the population. 

Official figures of the Police and 
Traffic Department of Washington, D. 
C., made public July 10, show that the 
increase in arrests for drunkenness— 
48 per cent in the opening months of 
1934- per cent increase 
in traffic accidents in which liquor 
played a part, and a 42 per cent in- 
crease in arrests for driving while in- 
toxicated. 

The great question confronting us 
now is the attitude of the world toward 
God and His blessings. We believe that 
the peope have lived so far from God 
until they are not worthy of His bless- 
ings and consequently He is pouring 
out His frowns upon them. The attitude 
of every lover of righteousness and truth 
should be that of meekness and humble- 
ness for if we fail to keep pace with the 
Spirit and power of God and keep the 
truths of God before the people, God’s 
frowns will certainly be on us. We pray 
that all Christian people will awake to 
their duty and be able to keep _ before 
this worid the great truth of God which 
wil be the only means by which we wiil 
be able to escape His wrath that is com- 
ing on the world, We do not think that 
the gravest problem now is the depres- 
sion. In time that will naturally pass 
away, but the greatest question is that 
we may teach, preach, and possess the 
experience that God would have His peo- 
ple have in these last days. 

“The time will come when they will 
not endure sound doctrine,” 2 Tim. 4:3. 

Below we are giving some of the fig- 
ures from questions sent to 500 Protes- 
tant ministers by the Northwestern 
Universty School of Education: 69 per 
cent denied the doctrine of future re- 
tribution; 54 per cent denied the reality 
of the devil; on'y 48 per cent said they 
would preach to junior high school stu- 
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dents that there was a day of judgment; 
41 per cent doubted the existence of 
heaven, and recommended that it be 
eliminated from church instruction; 74 
per cent did not believe that God has 
any way of recording individual sins. 

Aupacious CRIMES OF MODERN 

WoMEN 

Mrs. Nettie Yaw, one of the most ex- 
perienced deputies of the Los Angeles 
County Sheriff’s office, has asserted that 
crime is fast growing among women 
The offenses are more audacious, more 
vicious and more daring. Women seem 
to be reverting to the primitive. If they 
don’t like some one, they kill them; if 
they want something, they take it. They 
enter into crime as lightly as into mar- 
riage. Both are thrills, to be tried and 
tossed aside for something new—a 
different husband or another crime. 

“When I first joined the force,” she 
says, “the majority of feminine trans- 
gressors were prostitutes or check artists. 
These, again, could be divided into two 
types: those who yielded to the stress of 
emotion or necessity; and those whom 
we class as incerrigible, who are just 
plain bad and always will be. Most of 
the murders were the result of sex tan- 
gles.” 

This article has mostly been copied 
from the little book of “Prophecy.” We 
are endeavoring to keep before our peo- 
ple the conditions of the country. We 
feel that the depression that is now on 
and the crime wave that is spreading 
over the land is an indication of God's 
displeasures for the sins and transgres- 
sions of the people.

16,000 ATTEND BIBLE DEMON- 
STRATION RALLY 
BosTON GARDEN THRONGED For 
UNusuaL SERVICE 

Note: The following article from The 
Boston Globe was sent in by Rev. and 
Mrs. Geo. M. Bloomingdale of Boston, 
Mass., who had the privilege of attend- 
ing this Bible Rally, Sunday, April 28th. 
Their hearts rejoiced as they entered, 
seeing so many Bibles in the hands of 
most every one. In that vast audience 
one would realize that many still love 
God and the Bible, even though many 
are rejecting God and His Word. 

“One of the largest religious gather- 
ings ever known in Boston and the only 
one of its kind ever held, was attended 
by 16,000 yesterday afternoon in Boston 
Garden, to demonstrate their loyalty to 
the Bible and their belief in it as ‘the 
Word of the living God.”” Almost every 
one brought a Bible as a ticket of ad- 
mission, and during the meeting 20,000 
copies of the Gospel according to St. 
John were distributed. These Gospels 
were given away on condition they be 
read through before tomorrow _ night, 
and then handed to some one else, to be 
read before Ascension Day, May 27. 

“The rally was held under auspices of 
the evangelical churches of Greater 
Boston and affiliated religious organiza- 
tions. Allan C. Emery, head of the 
Evangelical Association of New Eng- 
land, presided. Brief addresses were de- 
livered by Rev. Dr. George H. Spencer, 
Massachusetts Bible Society; Ralph W. 
Arno!d, president Massachusetts Chris- 
tian Endeavor Union; Ex-Mayor Edwin 
O. Childs, Newton; Clarence W. De 
Mar, marathon runner and Bible teacher, 
and Howard W. Ferrin, president Prov:- 
dence Bible Institute. 

“Lewis E. Smith, executive secretary 
of the Evangelical Association, delivered 
the invocation. The benediction was pro- 
nounced by Rev. Dr. Nathan R. Wood, 
president of Gordon College of Theology 
and Missions. A feature of the meeting 
was music by the Salvation Army Band, 
directed by George Foster, and by a 
choir of 3,000, who sang together yes- 
terday for the first time, directed by 
F. Carleton Booth of the Providence In- 


stitute, after previous separate rehear- 
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sals in eight scattered localities. 
RESOLUTIONS APPROVED 

“At the close of the meeting resolu- 
tions were approved by acclamation, de- 
claring that “We, evangelical Christians 
of New England, met in the first Bible 
Demonstration Day rally, believing that 
the time is opportune for Christian peo- 
ple throughout the world to unite in 
bearing testimony to the Holy Scrip- 
tures which shall recall people every- 
where to a reverence for the Bible, de 
resolve that we again affirm our faith 
in the authenticity, integrity and inspi- 
ration of the Holy Scriptures as being 
the one and final authority for faith and 
conduct. 

“In view of the desperate need of 
the world today, we send forth a call 
to the world to return to that reverence 
for the Bible which shall result in earn- 
est reading, belief in its redemptive mes- 
sage concerning the saving power of Je- 
sus Christ and obedience to its teach- 
ings. We send Christian greetings and 
assurance of our prayers to Christians in 
England who shall be assembled on May 
§ in London on National Bible Day. We 
do here and now by the uplifted Bible 
bear our testimony to cur faith in the 
Holy Scriptures as a full and final reve- 
lation of God to man in which is pre- 
sented the one and only Saviour, Jesus 
Christ.’ 

“The congregation was extraordinary, 
ranging all the way from some very old 
people, to boys and girls, with a great 
proportion of members of the Christin 
Endeavor Union. ss 

“George Peter Elias, 8, from the Sun- 
shine Mission, South End, brought a 
Bible that was almost too big for him 
to carry—one in use by the mission. He 
attracted so much attention that he was 
promptly given a seat on the platform 
and his Bible was used for the Scripture 
reading by Edgar Lane, a lay trustee of 
Gordon Col‘ege and a dean of Tremont 
Temple. 

“Robert Dunn, a ‘chinese boy, study- 
ing at Harvard University, brought a 


Chinese Bible. He is a teacher in the 
Belmont-St. Baptist Church School, 
Somerville. 
Two ANNIVERSARIES 
“Two anniversaries connected’ with 


the Bible were described by Dr. Spencer. 
The rally celebrated the fact that 1,200 
years ago, the Venerable Bede, a famous 
saintly monk, spent the last hours of his 
life dictating a translation of the gospel 
according to St, John, to his clerical as- 
sistants, the first translation into Eng. 
lish of any part of the Bible. 

“Next October Dr. Spencer said, his 
society will celebrate the first printing 
of an English translation of the Bible, 
the Coverdale Bible.

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MY LAST IMPRESSION OF MEXICO 
EN ROUTE TO CENT’L. AMERICA 
By J. H. IncRam 

My last writing was from the City 
of Vera Cruz (True Cross) which is 
one of the largest cities in the republic 
and the most important seaport. It was 
here that Cortez landed in 1519 with his 
men and named the place “La Villa Rica 
de la Vera Cruz” (“The Rich Town of 
the Holy,” or “True Cross’), There are 
many places of interest in and about the 
city, among which is the famous Castle 
Fortress of San Juan de Ulua a short dis- 
tance off shore, the corner stone of 
which was laid in 1528. 

San Juan de Ulua is not only a fort 
but a prison. At one time it was strong 
with fortifications. It took about fifteen 
days of hard fighting for the Ameri- 
cans to capture this stronghold during 
the war with Mexico. But when the 
United States forces recaptured the fort 
along with the city in April 1914, it 
only took two days to restore order 
with a comparatively small loss of life 
(only about 400 killed and wounded on 
both sides). The American bluejackets 
and marines liberated several hundred po- 
litical prisoners and sent them home re- 
joicing to their families, The criminals 
were continued in their confinement. 

The walls of the fort were about four- 
teen feet thick and it was practically a 
dungeon. Those who were condemned to 
die were brought to the roof of the 1s- 
land-prison and allowed to view the 
beauties of the surrounding country and 
seaside, then they were led down a flight 
of steps where they were seated in a 
chair on the edge of a well-like pit and 
subjected to various tortures, after which 
they were hanged to a large beam of 
wood placed across the pit. When dead 
the rope holding them was cut or un 
tied and their bodies plunged into the 
sea below to become food for the man- 
eating sharks which infested the adja- 
cent waters. The piece of wood to which 
they were hanged showed  considerabie 
signs of wear from the hangman’s rope. 
and a large hole was kicked in the wall 
by the feet of the many victims who 
down thru the ages met death in this 
way thru slow strangulation. 

The writer possesses a medal bearing 
the engraved likeness of San Juan de 
Ulua, which was presented by the 
United States government for service 
rendered in Vera Cruz in 1914, at the 
time of the seizure and occupation of 
the city. 
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RELIGION THEN AND Now 

There was an old legend among the 
Aztecs of Mexico—handed down from 
generation to generation so long that no 
one could say how or where it began— 
that their god Quetzalcoatl had visited 
them in the form of man ages ago, and 
that he had departed eastward over the 
sea, promising to return again to his 
people in the time of “Ce Acatl.” The 
legend described him as _ white-skinned 
and bearded. He had come, the priests 
said, to teach the warring Aztecs the 
arts of peace, and he had by 
struction changed them to a peace-lov- 
ing, cultural people. Then he left one 
day toward the rising sun to return at 
the time of the “Ce Acatl” on the Az- 
tec calendar. So when Cortez landed in 
Vera Cruz, according to the Aztec cal- 
endar it was the time of “Ce Acatl”— 
the time when Quetzalcoatl had prom- 
ised to return, and they sent word to 
the king, Montzuma II, who prepared to 
welcome the returning god. 

The Aztecs had no way of knowing 
that the bearded, fair-skinned men who 
had landed on their shores were their 
Spanish conquerors who would soon de- 
stroy them as a nation and_ plunder 
their treasure, so they accepted Cortez 
as Quetzalcoatl and his men as the cul- 
ture god’s aides, Montezuma _ gave the 
Spaniards lavish gifts of gold, etc. (his- 
tory states that these gifts included one 
piece of gold “as large as a wagon 
wheel”), and they repaid him by tak- 
ing his city. The Aztecs finally realized 
they were not their gods, but their 
enemies, after it was too late, and their 
culture perished with their legend. 

You Bible students can draw a com- 
parison between this interesting legend 
and the scriptural account of Christ’s 
first coming and the prophecies of His 
second advent, and of how some will ac- 
cept Antichrist when he is manifested, 
the same as the Aztecs accepted Cortez 
as Quetzalcoatl. 

It has been said that “history repeats 
itself,”” and we know that prophecy has 
its fulfillment. When Cortez landed in 
Vera Cruz the altars of Quetzacoat!l 
were thrown down and the cross-be- 
decked, Christian altars were erected in- 
stead. The natives were compelled to 
accept, or at least respect the Chris- 
tian religion under force of arms. So as 
a result many of them thru fear of the 
conquerors accepted the outward form 
of Catholicism with little or no change 
of heart, for in reality they were just 


his in- * 
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brought from a lower to a higher order 
of idolatry and now history is being re- 
peated in reversed form, since the crosses 
are being taken down from Christian al- 
tars which are being converted to other 
uses by the “reds”, the advance guards 
of the Antichrist, which is a fulfillment 
of prophecy. But thanks be to God, a 
Pentecostal revival has come to Vera 
Cruz and about 400 have recently been 
swept into the kingdom. Unfortunately 
their church is closed by government or- 
der, but I met the pastor, Don Daniel S. 
Parra, in Mexico City, where he was ne- 
gotiating with the officials in regard to 
re-opening the doors, which they think 
will be in the near future. In the mean- 
time the people are meeting in one of 
the out-colonies, where services are held 
in secret. 
On TO GUATEMALA 

It was 571 miles from Vera Cruz to 
Suchiate Chiapas, where the broad shal- 
low Suchiate river forms the boundary 
line between the republic of Mexico and 
Guatemala, the first of the Central 
American republics, which extends from 
the Atlantic to the Pacific. The train 
required two days and one night to 
make the trip which led us across the 
isthmus of Tehuantepec to the tide wa- 
ters of the Pacific and down the west 
coast to the frontier. We traversed the 
states of Oaxaca and Chiapas en route. 
The latter named state was where those 
Indian believers were shot down recent- 
ly in front of their church. So in recent 
weeks they revolted and about 500 of 
them banded together and almost wiped 
out the small white population, burning 
the palacio muncipal. 

I will not have time and space to give 
the details of the isthmus trip but to say 
the least, it was very interesting. At 
this writing I am with Brother and 
Sister Furman in Guatemala where I re- 
ceived a rousing welcome, not only by 
them but also the natives. Will tell you 
of my trip to the interior in a later ar- 


ticle.

“Will not 
blot out your NAME, but will confess

THE NaMeE or THE CHURCH

you that there is a meaning in a NAME.

“But if any man 
seem to be contentioug, we have no such 
custom, neither the churches of God.” | 
Cor. 11:16. “What? have ye not houses 
to eat and drink in? or despise ye the 
church of God***.” 1 Cor. 11:22.“*** 
I persecuted the church of God.” 1 Cor. 
15:9. “For you have heard of my con- 
versation in time past in the Jew’s re- 
ligion, how that beyond measure I per- 
secuted the church of God, and wasted 
it.”
